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ABSTRACT : PURPOSE: To decrease the loss time of swinging extension and improve washing 

efficiency, by controlling a washing mechanism so that clothes can be delivered to the 
next process device in a short time, basing on the position of the washing mechanism 
during swinging extension movement at the time on receiving signals of possible receive 
preparation from the following process device. 

CONSTITUTION: When a washing drum receives an OK signal of receive preparation 
from a dewatering machine when it is in the forward revolution mode of swinging 
extension, the revolutional position of the drum at this time is known by the control disc of 
operational controller. Hence, the drum is regulated so that the revolutional motion of 
swinging extension gets 450°+360° for instance in the total and clothes are fed into the 
dewatering machine at this revolutional position. On the other hand, when it receives an 
OK signal at the reverse revolution mode of swinging extension, the reverse mode 
operation stops and the drum is rotated in the forward direction so that the revolutional 
angle of the drum by the reverse revolution is compensated for by 100° for instance or so 
that the revolutional angle gets 100° +360° in the total. At this revolutional position, the 
clothes are fed in the dewatering machine. 
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
